Replacement of 9 1-y ear-old Sen. Green as 
head of the Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
m ittee by Sen. Fu lbright, who will be 54 nex t 
April 9, has heav y bearing on the one point 
of foreign policy on which Americans all can 
agree. 
They all regret and many of them resent 
the way the United States has let itself get 
into a position where it mu st wait each time 
for the gadflies in the Kremlin to sting be­ 
fore it can say , “ Ou ch!” 
This is the cou ntry of the one-two pu nch, 
the home ru n, the fast break, the long pass on 
the first down and the slogan that the best 
defense is a strong offense. 
No one in pu blic life has pointed this ou t 
more often or more forcefu lly than Sen. Fu l­ 
bright, who has taken it on himself the last 
sev eral y ears to be the gadfly that stings 
State Secretary Du lles in foreign policy de­ 
bate in the U.S. Senate. 
The otherwise rou tine annou ncement that 
Secretary Du lles planned to confer with the 
new chairman of the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee before fly ing to Eu rope for 
German policy talks with representativ es of 
Britan and France signified to those 
who 
know abou t the disagreem ent between the two 
men that Mr. Du lles is making the first mov e 
to keep his most persistent critic off his back. 
The chairman of the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee can be one of the 
most 


powerfu l figu res in federal policy -making if 
he chooses to u se his potential influ ence — 
and r.o one who has watched Sen. Fu lbright 
dou bts that he intends to do ju st that. It has 
been his idea for a long time that the United 
Sates has nothing to gain and ev ery thing to 
lose by pitting the negativ e legalism of Sec. 
retary Du lles against the slippery ex pediency 
of the Kremlin — a contest the United States 
alway s lost. 
It has been his idea that the United States 
wou ld qu it cou nter-pu nching and dev elop a 
dy namic strategy of its own for carry ing on 
the big-power riv alry with Ru ssia. 
He has not conceded 
in his o wn think­ 
ing that the “cold war” mu st be endless, o r 
that the only way to bring it to a co nclusio n 
is to raise its tem peratu re. 
He has claimed that the gov ernment of Ru s­ 
sia is neither su perhu manly ev il, su perhu man 
ly ru thless, or su bhu manly stu pid. He believ es 
it can be talked to, dickered with, ou tsmarted, 
ou tmaneu v ered and otherwise dealt with as an 
organization of hu man beings like any other 
gov ernment. 
That was, rou ghly , what Anastas Mikoy an 
seemed to be angling for on his recent v isit. 
Aginto Sen. Green, who belatedly admitted he 
neither cou ld see nor hear well enou gh to be 
on top of the Senate’s No. I chairmanship, 
cou ld not hav e chosen a more significant time 
to pu t John Foster Du lles on the defensiv e. 


Eliminating the Negative In Taxes 


Gov , DiSalle has assu red Ohioans he will 
not seek to lev y a state tax on their in­ 
comes. 
Becau se that sou rce of pu blic rev enu e has 
been pre-empted from both the top by the 
feoeial gov ernment and the bottom by many 
local gov ernments in Ohio, he say s an effort 
by the state to tap it wou ld disru pt its own 
relations with the mu nicipalities, which often 
are less than sou nd any way on the su bject 
of tax es. 
He dso points ou t that if, as some income 
tax nrcponents hav e adv ocated, ex emptions 
were adopted by the state to offset the fed­ 
eral and local lev ies, the resu lting rev enu e 
wou ld be so small that it w u ld be better 
ju st to drop the whole idea. 
On these points Gov . DiSalle will get littie 
argu ment. 
The fact remains, howev er, that the gov ­ 
ernor left a hu ge v oid in his “State of the 
State’' message to the General Assembly . 
He aid not say where he does plan to get 
more rev enu e. 
Senate Minority Leader C. Stanley Mechem 


commented after he heard the message that 
the programs ou tlined in it obv iou sly cannot 
be accomplished u nless more money comes 
from some place. While the gov ernor and 
his aides may hav e been able to effect limited 
economies here and there, they are m ere 
drops compared to a bu cketfu l of proposals 
that will cost more than the state is spending 
now. 
What will be of more moment, then, is the 
bu dge, message, du e to be deliv ered in a 
month or so. The board ou tline of good in- 
ten4: ore is only a set of pipe dreams u ntil 
we know how they can be paid for. And if 
that down-to-earth piece of information tu rns 
ou t to be too painfu l for the tax pay ers and 
their delegates to the Assembly to swallow, 
the gcod inten ions may remain ju s', a set 
of pipe dreams. 
We know now what the gov ernor’s program 
is. We also know how the does NOT plan to 
pay for it. 
Bu t it is hard to get really ex cited abou t 
the program u ntil we know how he IS plan­ 
ning to pay for it. 


First a Depression, Then the Courts 


W’hen the proposed m erger of Bethlehem 
Steel Corp. and You ngstown Sheet and Tu be 
Co. finally was called off after 28 y ears of 
in anu -ou t negotiation last week, all the qu es­ 
tions it had raised were left u nanswered. 
The first proposal, in 1930, came to nothing 
when the depression interv ened. The second 
proposal, annou nced in 1954, was blocked by 
the cou rts. 
The 
Bethlehem 
annou ncement 
that the deal was being called off—that there 
wou ld be no appeal from a federal inju nc­ 
tion blocking it—contained this significant 
passage: 
“ The companies are still firmly of the belief 
that the m erger wou ld hav e stimu lated com- 
petith n in the steel indu stry and wou ld hav e 
rcsu led in obv iou s adv antages to steel con­ 
su m ers and the pu blic.” 
The issu e was between an interpretation of 
the Clay ton Act by the antitru st section of 
the Department of Ju stice and the federal 
ccu ns and an interpretation of economics by 
the management of two of the nation’s large 
steel companies. 
As far as Bethlehem Steel is concerned, 
nothing the cou rts cou ld say wou ld hav e 
changed the bu siness point of v iew. Bu t its 
lawy ers had adv ised it that the cou rts cou ld 
delay the legal proceeding so long that it 
wou ld be better to term inate the merger 
agreem ent with You ngstown Sheet and Tu be 
“to av oid continu ed u ncertainty and to per­ 
m it indiv idu al planning for the fu tu re.” 
All of u s who are neither legalists nor 
lav /y en can only wonder where this kind of 
a standoff may lead the cou ntry . In a sense, 
becau se no appeal wTas made to the U.S. 
Su pr< me Cou rt, the m erit of the case has 
been .eft u ntried. It has been settled by mis­ 
giv ings abou t what lay ahead in law, not by

NEW YORK (AP) — Some de­ 
fense plants report today they are 
cracking the preprodu ction cost 
barrier. 
They say their new sy stem also 
is shav ing in half the time it takes 
to get new dev elopments from the 
drawing boards into actu al wea­ 
pons produ ction. 
These cost and time problems 
trou ble many civ ilian goods plants 
as mu ch as they do the military 
forces. And su ch paper costs hav e 
been rising steadily , both in civ il 
and defense produ ction shops. 
A new electro-mechanized sy s­ 
tem has been tested for a month 
in 
Westinghou se 
Electric’s 
Air 
Arm Div ision in Baltimore, after 
two y ears of dev elopment. It is 
being u sed on su ch equ ipment as 
Bomarc area defense missiles. 
At the rate paper costs hav e 
been rising, Westinghou se claims 
that by 1962 it will hav e sav ed its 
m ilitary cu stomers a half million 
dollars throu gh its new Mechan­ 
ized 
Manu factu ring 
Information 
sy stem. 
It also say s the sy stem mini­ 
mizes preprodu ction and produ c­ 
tion 
ov ertime, 
helping 
to hold 
down both labor and mat e r i a 1 
costs. 
Any sav ing in military spending 
wou ld be welcome news to tax ­ 
pay ers. 
The sy stem ties together semi­ 
au tomatic and au tomatic bu s:ness 
machnes to cu t the fou r to 10 
weeks (depending on complex ity ) 
now needed to get new ideas into 
actu al produ ction to two to fiv e 
weeks. 
Here is the problem it tackles: 
Manu factu ring information fu r­ 
nished by design engineers goes 
to eight to 10 other departments. 
It cov ers instru ctions on how to 
make a produ ct, when and where 
to get m aterials ,what tools are 


needed, and how mu ch su ch pro­ 
du ction work shou ld cost. 
The sy stem now generally u sed 
in indu stry is for each departm ent 
to add manu ally all of its own 
basic information and how and 
what to do, and when it can be 
done, and to pass this along 
to 
the nex t section. 
Under MMI the basic informa­ 
tion is pu t on perforated paper 
tape as soon as engneering draw­ 
ings and specifications are issu ed. 
From then on data needed by 
each departm ent are issu ed simu l­ 
taneou sly 
in 
either 
tape 
or 
pu nched cards. 
Thu s, for ex ample, pu rchasing 
agents can begin to gather ma­ 
terials 
while 
the 
manu factu rng 
div ision is getting ready to pro­ 
cess them on arriv al. 
Electronic compu ters calcu late 
au tomatically 
the 
qu antities 
of 
raw materials needed. Tabu lating 
machines process the information 
simu ltaneou sly . Electric repeater 
u nits au tomatcally send the ac­ 
cu mu lated data, along with operat­ 
ing instru ctions, 
to 
all depart­ 
ments inv olv ed. 
Time sav ed in gearing for pro­ 
du ction often cu ts ou t the premi­ 
u m ex pense of ov ertime opera­ 
tions.

admission to classes in which there 
are white pu pils. 
Token integration v iolates the 
edict of the Su preme Cou rt of the 
United States becau se it takes care 
of only a few Negro pu pils. 
In North Carolina, for ex ample 
—where 314.000 Negro children are 
enrolled in pu blic schools — there 
are todsy fewer than 15 Negroes 
attending classes with white pu ­ 
pils. Y’et North Carolina is 
fre­ 
qu ently praised in the press as 
the state that has 
handled the 
integration qu estion su ccessfu lly . 
It’s only a m atter of time, of 
cou rse, before the National Asso­ 
ciation for the Adv ancement of 
Colored People. wh;ch 
calls the 
tu rn in (he cou rts, will logically in­ 
sist that all states accept massiv e 
conforrrv ty . All that’s necessary is 
the filing of a few lawsu its, and 
the federal ju dges will promptly 
order compliance. 


EVEN NEW YORK CITY is fail­ 
ing to obey the “law of the land.” 
Ju dge Polier. in a city cou rt pro­ 
ceeding the other day , held Negro 
parents blameless for disregarding 
the comnu lsory -edu cation law by 
withdrawing their children 
from 
pu blic schools, alleged to be in­ 
ferior In qu ality of teaching and 
keening them at home. 
It so happens that, in predom­ 
inancy Negro schools in New York, 
white teacchers are difficu lt to get 
on a permanent 
basis 
becau se 
they prefer other assignments. The 
ju dge held that “ de facto racial 
segregation ex ists 
in the ju nior 
high schools in New York City .” 
Under pu pil assignment laws, of 
cou rse — su ch as Alabama has 
passed, and which the Su preme 
Cou rt has held to be constitu tional 
“ on its face” — the local school 
boards can u se a v ariety of criteria 
and ex clu de any applicant, prov id­ 
ed it isn’t openly on racial grou nds. 
It’s only a qu estion of time, how­ 
ev er, before this. too. 
may 
be 
stru ck down by the federal cou rts 
as a su bterfu ge. 
Perhaps the most enlightened as 
well as realist;c v iew on the fu ­ 
tu re of the integration qu estion so 
far as pu b’ic schools are concerned 
has been ex nressed by the ass'st- 
ant attorney general of Florida, 
Ralph E. Odu m. He

IT SEEMS a foregone conclu sion 
that sev eral states will soon find 
themselv es with an inferior pu blic- 
schoo! sy stem du e to transfer of 
teachers and the div ided interest 
of commu nities with large nu m­ 
bers of children attending priv ate 
schools. 
Tu ition grants are constitu tional 
so long as the state doesn’t choose 
the school for the parent. 
This 
principle was adopted by Congress 
in the GI bill of rights, 
u nder 
which the v eteran cou ld pick his 
own edu cational institu tion and get 
a direct grant from the federal 
gov ernment. 
The continu ing conflict of v iew 
among citizens on the integration 
qu estion will not be confined to 
the Sou th. As popu lation grows and 
as more school facilities mu st be 
bu ilt ev ery where, many residential 
areas which are today relativ ely

Gradu ally the attem pt 
at 
massiv e conformity 
gav e 
way , 
howev er, to massiv e resistance by 
the people. 
It took 14 y ears for the agita­ 
tion to come to a climax , bu t, 
when it did, the whole process of 
repeal — after Congress acted — 
took a little less than 10 months. 
The states actu ally v oted in state 
constitu tional conv entions to bring 
abou t in 1933 the ratification of 
the 21st Amendment, which giv es 
each state today the right to con­ 
trol its own liqu or traffic. 
It was not the debate ov er the 
right or wrong of drinking itself 
which was decisiv e in 
bringing 
abou t repeal bu t the collateral ef­ 
fects of the controv ersy su ch as 
bootlegging, gangsterism, increase 
in done traffic and v ice. 
So with respect to school inte­ 
gration as already rev ealed in the 
big cities of the North, inclu ding 
v oteless Washington—ju v enile de­ 
linqu ency , the increase in illegiti­ 
mate births among school-age girls 
and the emergence of emotional 
issu es hav ing little to do with the 
merits of edu cation or “ equ ality ” 
of statu s of indiv idu als may final­ 
ly decide the controv ersy in the 
nex t decade. 
It cou ld bring a wav e of feeling 
that local option — the right of 
each state to handle its own edu ­ 
cational problems — is again the 
answer to a qu est’on of sociology 
as reaised by the Su preme Cou rt.

Arthu r S. Flemming, secretary 
of health edu cation and welfare, 
seems to be a federal official with 
the wit to u nderstand what makes 
people tick. 
Referring to the nonsense that 
has boiled u p ov er the retirement- 
at-65 ru le, he told a New York 
grou p a few day s ago it is a “lazy 
m an’s dev ice for dealing with a 
difficu lt problem.” 
Determining whether 
a person 
can continu e to work or not, he 
declared, cannot be decided au to­ 
matically by looking at his birth 
certificate. It can be decided only 
by looking at the man. 
He said he was dev eloping a plan 
in his own gov ernment departm ent 
to let employ es taper off gradu al­ 
ly as they approached retirem ent, 
instead of throwing them ou t on 
their ear to the tu ne of “ Happy 
Birthday to You .” 
This makes sense. 
May be Flemming is the custo mer 
who will bu y the Twill plan fo r 
prem atu re retirement. 
It is really a remittance-man sy s­ 
tem. and this is how it works: 
All working staffs will be su bject 
to decennial rev iews, starting at 
age 30. The rev iews will be con­ 
du cted as scientifically as possi­ 
ble, which in most cases will be 
scientific enou gh. 
The pu rpose will be to 
dig ou t 
of concealment the 
characters who 
shou ld taper off becau se 
easing 
them ou t will be less ex pensiv e in 
the lo ng run than letting them stay 
on u ntil they are ready to drop o ff. 
The idea will be made palatable 
for them becau se no m atter when 
they retire they will start to co l­ 
lect their pensions then 
and there, 
with no fu rther waiting. 
They will be ex actly like the 
“ remittance m en” of the play s and 
nov els who are su pported in ex ile 
by the society that acknowledges 
its debt to them, bu t prefers that 
they collect it in absentia; that is, 
while liv ing somewhere else. 
This has been working ou t 
well 
for many generations and has had 
a great deal to do with spreading 
civ ilization ov er the face o f the 
earth. 
As applied to modern bu siness 
and indu stry it wou ld mean that 
certain people wou ld be 
remuner- 
, ated for the serv ice of making 
themselv es scarce wherev er there 


is work to be done, becau se they 
hav e prov ed bey ond any shadow of 
dou bt that they are only in the 
way . 
In other words, if society has to 
be the brother that keeps them it 
has a right to ask them to stand 
to one side, where they neither 
can inflict nor su stain harm . 
Thou gh this is not the sort of 
thing it is cu stom ary or comfort­ 
able to talk abou t, it is one of the 
looming realities of modern ex ist­ 
ence, and it loms larger y ear by 
y ear, becau se each y ear there are 
fewer jobs that can be tru sted to 
the 
fu mble - fingered 
and 
the 
wrench-droppers. 
The difference between pu tting 
them on pensions prem atu rely and 
carry ing them on relief rolls indef­ 
initely is only a qu ibble in sem an­ 
tics. One way or the other, they 
are going to draw on society for 
their wherewithal, and it will not 
make a world of difference how 
the money is paid. 
If, in the meantime, top-efficien- 
cy workers who otherwise wou ld 
be retired becau se of their birth­ 
day s can be kept on u ntil they 
slow down, there will be an off- 
set to the cost of the Twill plan 
for prem atu re retirem ent. There 
might ev en be a net gain.

Alliance Plant Accused 


O f Price Discrimination 
WASHINGTON (API—The gov­ 
ernment Monday brought price dis­ 
crimination charges against two 
major manufacturers of bathroom 
fix tures. 
The FTC accused Alliance Ware, 
Inc.. of Alliance, Ohio, of giving 
illegal price 
advantages to the 
Crane Co., Chicago, one of its 850 
wholesale customers. Crane was 
charged with soliciting and ac­ 
cepting unlawful discounts. 
Alliance Ware manufactures bath­ 
tubs. lavatories and sinks. Crane 
is one of the largest manufactur­ 
ers and wholesalers of plumbing 
supplies. 
The FTC complaint also was di­ 
rected at American Metal Products 
Co., Detroit. AllianceWare’s parent 
company. The commission charged 
that Crane was given illegal dis­ 
counts “ with the knowledge, ap­ 
proval 
and

American Metal Products.
